posted says: ‘‘| tuink | possess some knowledge 
of the intentions, or at least the hopes, of 
Grover Cieyveland, governor of New York 
When he came to Albany to be inaugurated 
he was as nervous as a cat, and was dissatis- 
fled with his inaugural! address and with 
himseif as the governor of a populous state. 

He said that he bad no expectations 
‘but to get through his term and slide 
back-to Buffalo. His ucquuintances told him 
that after awhile he wonld get to like his 
office. He said, gravely: ‘No; I shalt never 
like this place.’ Yet within the last two 
orthree months he has become delighted 
with his position, and has agam begun to 
look toward the great future, including the 
presidency. He isnot badly stung by the 
presidential bee, but he sees the extraor- 
dinary relations of New York state to the ne- 
cessities of his party, and the only thing that 
Standsin his pathis Tilden. If he cannot 
get the nomination he can perhaps bestow 
it. 9 

A prominent democrat in this state says: 
‘““Wedo not expect to. draw the republican 
vote us we did when Cleveland was elected, 
but we ex; ect to carry the state by a fair ma- 
jority. We rely upon the apatby of the 
country republicans Of course, if the whole 
republican party sheuld again get up and 
come at us, it would be aciose contest. Our 
idea is that the election this fall will not 
bring out the intensity of party feelings- 
and that then will be a large stay 
at-home republican vote. We think we 
can get 30.000 mujority instead of n@arly 
200,000. Juhn Kelly.bas been playing aqulet 
andsharmonious game this summer. He in 
timates that be bas no ideaof being a mar 
plot, as he was against Governor Robinson, 
and kis opponents are placated by bis suavity. 
He issaid to put forward the view that as the 
head of Tammany hali he is a usetul man in 
keeping the democracy therein contained 
soft and obedient. He conveys the impres- 
sion that he neyer was Mr. Tiiden’s opponent, 
but that he had to fight Governor Robinson 
because he made war upon an organization 
which Mr. Kelly was bound in honor to stis- 
tain. One «of his friends said to me that John 
Kelly did not pass his word unless he meant 
to keep it, ind that it was generally believed 
that he designed to give no more trouble to 
the state democracy.” 

Democrats in the east regard the west as 
discounted for furnishing a democratic can- 
dida'e. They say that there is no state in the 
wesf with any pretensions to furnish the can- 
didate except Indiana, and that Mr. H. n- 
dricks and perhaps Voorhees will neutralize 
McDonald. As to Ohio, they say that it’is 
still an October state, and that it will not do 
to hazard the whole presidential election on 
the onlv October state, and that therefore 

Tnurmgn, Hoadiy, Payne, and Pendleton 

will eat eachother up, and if they do not do 
so the party will be foolish to depend on an 
exposed angle like that which Sickles put 
forward’ at Gettysburg. They therefore 

‘argue that the nomination must come to the 
east, and they say that Pennsylvania does 
not present any candidate, and that New 
Jersey is without leaders of force. New 
England they leave out of the question alto- 
gether. ‘‘Tom’’ Bayard, they say, belongs to 
a rotten borough; and, although he has a few 
friends in New Y ork. he can be laughed out 
of the campaign on account of his common- 
wealth. Inthe state of New York they con- 

'gider that there are two candidates—Tilden 
and Cleveland. Cleveland may-have political 
executors, There is no question but that the 
democrats are looking again toward Cleveland, 
notwithstanding the latest talk concerning 
Hewitt. who has as much chance of being 
nominated as he has of being made king of 
Tonquin. |

TRENTON, Septem ber 12.—Very few of the 
delegates to the democratic convention to be 
held to-morrow have arrived as yet, but they 
are all expected late this afternoon. The 
Trenton Times this afternoon will publish a 
long editorial reviewing Leon Abbott's record 
and cautioning the democrats against nom- 
inating him, Abbott’s chances are still best, 
although the Parker boom has revived some- 
what. 

Nearly all the hitenidin are here, and the 
city is fullof excitement over the democratic 
conyeption to-morrow. Everything is in a 
state of uncertainty. As night progresses it 
becomes more and more evident that no one 
candidate possesses strength sufficient to carry 
the convention on the first or any of the ear- 
lier ballots. Leon Abbott has the lead but 
he lacks a majority by over 50 votes.

GALVESTON, September 12 —At [rinity yes- 
terday, Major H. B. Huriock, mill owner, 
and hisson, W. H. Hurlock, aged 22 years, 
were shot by one of their employes, named 
Roseman, 23 years old. W.'H.- Hurlock is 
now dead and his father’s wounds are proba- 
bly mortal, The shooting occurred at a house 
near Hurlock’s mill. A young son of Major 
Hurlock had been annoying Roseman, who, 
in endeayoring so make him desist, acci- 
dentally injured the child’s foot. 
The major showered abuse and blows upon 
Roseman, the latter decJining to resent the’ 
treatment. The major called his son tO come 
out and whip Koseman. The son’s blows 
quickly put Roseman on the ground, when 
the Jatter drewa revolver and shot his ad- 
versary page 0 the head and heart, The 
major then reached for his pistol, and Rose- 
mau shot him also.

Hite's version of the Wins- 
robbery as given herewith. In speaking 
of this robbery Hite says: 

“When the robbery was planned at Mrs, 
Samuels’s there were Jesse James, 
siggy James, Dick Liddell, brother Rob- 

, Woud Hite and myself. We five -were 
rubbe ry. I do 
brother Is POW I last 
His name 
is Robert Wood Hite. He left home without 
suyiug where he was going. We robbed the 
train about one month after the robbery was 
planned. We weut there once betore to do 
it. but all got wringing wet and Jesse caught 
the toothache outin the woods, and his face 
swelled up so be could hardly see, and we 
gave it up for the time being, and 
Jesse got a man who Jived 
half a mile from the Hannibal and St. 
Joe railroad to take him to Hamilton ina 
buggy. He had a large flock of sheep, and 
his house wasalong way ‘trom the fence. 
Jesse tuok the train at Hamilton and came 
on to Kansas City. Frank belped him in the 
buggy to Humuilton. It was about three 
miles. As you gu east the man lived on the 
righthand side. Jesse told me he paid the 
man $1 50 to baul bimtotown. Wuen the 
party tirst left Mrs. Samueis’s, Jesse, Frank, 
Dick Liddell and my brother rode down to 
Ray county to Mrs. Bolton’s, and I came on 
to Kansas City to get s0me nhewspapers and 
cartridges. I got them and went down to 
Ray county tw Mrs. Bolton’s. I got there 
one night, and lett there next mwruing tor 
Richmond, Mo., and then left for Piattsbury, 
Mv. Frank, Jesse, Dick and my brother 
went on hurseback to Gallatin. I Went to 
Piattsburg to get a bill changed, and then 
took the Rock Island train for Gailaun. We 
all then went out in the woods and had a 
talk. Toney got on their hoises and rode to 
Kidder, and I yot on the train and went 
there. I went on the train because 1 had no 
horse. When the party was at Mrs bulton’s 
ber three children and Charles Ford, Captain 
Ford, Robert Ford and’another Ford, a yreat 
big fellow, were there. Neither the kord 
boys nor Dr. Samuels or his wile or their ‘son 
knew what was brewing when the. party was 
at Gallatin. They staid out in the woods. 
After Jesse was put om the cars i rode his 
horse and Frank and Dick lead my brother's. 
We went down near Mirabie, and from 
thence to Mrs. Samuels’sand back, and Frank 
went from there to Mrs. Bolton’s, My broth- 
er got on the train aud weut to Mes. Samuels’s.

Large Ficuring Mi\\is Destreyed— Destructive Cenfla- 
gration in fexas. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., September 12 —The exten- 
sive flouring mills of .Wilkerman «& Hill, at 
Freeburg, Lil., together with the elevator ad- 
joining, was burned yesterday. The loss is 
about $60,000, partially insured. 

GaLveston, September12.—A special to the 
News, from Terrei, says the Houghton block 
was entirely destroyed by fire yesterday. 
Childness & Bro., saddlers and part owners of 
the building $10,000, insured. ‘Short- 
ridge & Houghton, hardware, lose $8,000, 
partly insured. The Sunny Clime newspaper 
published by the deaf mutes sustained a loss 
of $1,000 

LexinGton, September 12.—A fire broke 
fout this morning in the stable of the Lexjng- 
ton Street Car company. Fifty mules, 14 
cars, the entire lot harness and a stock of feed 
and thenew stables were totally destroyed 
The loss is estimated at $40,000. It was well 
insured. Threecottages and stables ad join- 
ing were also destroyed. ‘The value is $1,000, 
insured for $750. The fire is undoubtedly the 
work of an incendiary as no tire was permit- 
ted about the stables. The stables are within 
100 yards of the racetrack stables which were 
unharmed. 

Boston, September T2.—A large fire 
curred to night in a five story brick building 
extending one hundred feet from Canton 
Street, throughout Fabian, at,the south end 
of this city. The entire building was occu- 
pied by Smith & Co., manufacturers of fine 
desks and school and counting house furai- 
ture. and contained a large quantity of valua- 
ble,manufactured and raw materials, very lit 
tie of which was saved. The total loss is un- 
known, but will probably amount to more 
than $150,000,

HARRISON’S COTTON. 


The Decision of an Important Confederate Cotton 
; Case. 

New York, September 12.—In the celebra- 
ted cotton suit by the government against 
Harrison Johnston, an ex special agent of the 
treasury department, which has been peding 
for years in t#e U.S. circuit court, ex udge 
Choate, of the U.S district court, to wh: .a the 
casc was referred, late this afterrfoon filed his 
report, deciding that defendant is en- 
titled @o judgment, and dismissing the 
complaint on its merits. Jolnston 
was appointed during the latter part of the 
war as a special agent of the treasury to col- 
lect the so-called confederate cotton in several! 
counties of Mississippi, and it was al eged 
that he bad sold large quantities and converted 
the proceeds to his own use. The trial was 
begun last December, before Judge Cox and a 
jury, and continued three weeks, but on ac- 
count ofits probable duration for months, 
was, by order of the court on stipulation, re- 
ferred to ex-Judge Choate, his decision to 
stand recorded as the decree of the court.

New York, September 12.—There is a cosy 
cottage adeuta mile northwest: of the New 
York and New Haven railroad bridge across | 
the Housatonic. Glimpses of the bridge are 
catght while driving along thé road. The 
house is of a light pink color, with dark win- | 
dow facings. Four yreat black cherry trees 
stand befure it like sentinels. Tie neat door- 
yard is freshened with tlouwers. There is no 
more Cosy cottage in Connecticut; Tbis was 
tbe home of Ruse Clark Ambler... Captain 
Nathan Clark, her father, has: lived pere 
about three years. He isthe father of nine 
children. The girls are remarkable for their 
beauty, and the boys are sober, industrious 
and respectable. use grew up a beautiful 
girl. She had blue eyes, faultless features, a 
delicate complexion, and dark brown hair, 
Her voice was musical aod ber manners were 
Very engaging. Over four years agoshe mar- 
ried Norman Ambler They lived ina large 
white house about balf way between the 
Stratford depot and Rose’s home. Norman 
raised vegetables which were marketed at 
Bridgeport, Birmingham and adjacent cities 
by Wm, Lewis, whose mother was a daughter 
of Lisle Curtis, a brother of Hull Curtis, 
Normau’s grandfather. For mouths the wife 
seemed deyoted to her husband. Then a 
daughter was born. Its birth had no 
perceptible effect on the father 
tHe roystered -around as usual, leay 
ing Lewis to do the chores. Occasionally 
Lewis rode out with Mrs. Ambler. The 
neighborg began to talk and Norman's jeal- 
ousy Was aroused. A quarrel between the 
two men ensaed. Lewis left the house, threw 
up his situation and went to his mother’s 
residence, in what is known as the Lisle-Cur- 
tis matrsion. Not loug afterward Rose left 
her husband’s house and returned to her 
father. She left her baby. with Norman's 
mother, and it is said that from that day to 
this she has never visited it, and apparently 
has not taken the least interest in its wel- 
fare. She went to work in A. Warner’s.cor 
Set factory at bridgeport, returning home 
every night. The Stratford depot was over 
amile and ahalf from her father’s house.

On 
Sunday, September 2, Rose visited Lewis. for 
the lasttihme, It was 9 o'clock before she 
started homeward. The sky was as black as 
ink, and it was so dark that you could hardly 
see your hand before your face. She turned 
into the Air-line turnpike toward Miiford, 
and her lover lost her form in tne darkness, 
He never again saw her alive. Along this 
road Rose walked until within hailing dis- 
tance of her father’s house. Her former ‘ius- 
band was then in his bea twenty miles from 
Scratford.

DUKES ON TRIAL.

Catuoun, September 12.—The trial of David 
Pukes, colored, charged with being accessory 
before the fact of the murder of Lela Lewis, 
referred to in to-day’s CONSTITUTION, Was en- 
tered into yesterday afternoon. The defend 
ant baving no counsel, the court appointed 
Colonels W. H..Dabney and T. C, Milner to 
defend him.

_¢ The senate met at nine o'clock, President 
Pro Tem. Polhill in the chair. Prayer by 
tev. Jobn Jones. Roll called. 

The committee on-journals reported as to 
the accuracy of the journal of yesterday’s 
proceédings. 

The resolution reported by the committee 
on: early adjournment was taken from the 
table and recommitted. 

Reports of committees were submitted and 
read. Bills read the second time. An ad- 
Verse repurt was agreed to on a bill to prevent 
fishing on certain lots of land in Dodge 
county. 

Considerable discussion occurred on * house 
bill to make liable the owners of stock ina 
stock law county forthe damages dove by 
their stock in counties having no stock law. 
The committee on agriculture had reported 
unfavorably on the bill, and the report was 
disagreed to, the bill passing to, a third read- 
ing. 
- Bills on the third reading were called and 
read as follows: t 

A bill to establish a branch college of the 
State university at Hawkinsville. Adverse 
report of committee disagreed to. s 

A bill changing the road law of 
county. Passed. 

A bill to fix the amount of license for sell- 
ing any liquors in Telfair county in this state. 
Passed. : 

A bill to authorize the proper authorities of 
Decatur county to levy certain taxes to pay 
off the debt of said county. Passed. 

A liquor bill, prohibiting the sale of liquor 
in certain parts of Cherokee county. Passed. 

Mr. McDon“ld, moved t. take from 
the table the house* bill allow- 
ing the question of the sale of liquor in Bar 
tow county to be submitted to the popular vote 
of the people of that county. Agreed to and 
the bill was read. 

The bill bad been previously read in the 
senate and Senator McDonald, chairman of 
the temperance committee,.had submitted a 
petition ngned by some 1,500 of the county 
praying for its passage, while Senator Baker 
had submitted a petition signed by nearly 1,- 
700 of what he declared to be the voters and 
tax payers ofthe county urging that the legis- 
lature defeat the bill. 

Mr. McDonald moved that a designated 
committee of the Bartow county delegation 
be invited to a seat on the floor. 

Mr. Baker moved to amend by inviting the 
whole delegation, sume thirty in number, 
The amendment was agreed to, and the whole 
delegation was invited. 

Several petitions from the county of Bar- 
tow for and against the bill were read. 

The report of the committee favorable to 
the passage of the bill was agreed to. 

On the passage of the bill Mr. Baker ad- 
dressed ttie senate urging that the senate de- 
feat the bill. 

He said that his short career in the senate 
had been the most unpleasant’ few 
months he had spent in his life. He had 
never arisen to represent the true interests of 
his own county 
some members of 
county who charged him with  viola- 
ting his trusts and misrepre- 
senting the wishes of the people of Bartow 
county. When he looked around him and 
saw the outside influences being brought to 
bear upon the legislature of the state he 
chided himself and would always do so for not 
having urged the passage of a bill making lob- 
bying acrime. Hehad shown the senatea pe- 
tition of a majority of the votersof the county 
of Bartow county, praying for the defeat of 
the bill. He knew what argument would be 
used by his opponents. If he had presented 
@ petition of a majority of the voters, why 
would he be afraid to submit the question 
to them? His answer was, that this was 
a government whose laws should be 
made and administered by the will 
and avote ofa majority ofits people. The 
election would create an excitement over the 
county, would take the people from their 
work and would be of expense to the county. 

This, a ‘majority of his people were already 
opposed to. Then why pass the bil! over 
their heads in support of the whims and sen- 
timentaiities of a fanatical minority. He 

roposed to. deal with the question in a pure- 

y impartial way without being biased by any 
fanatical enthusiasm or prejudiced by any 
emotional or sentimental idea.g

He did not allow his fancies to carry him as 


far as did the gentlemen who were here now 
from his countyr they were butgfanatics and 
he = _ desired to say a few words 
to them ; men who had 
espoused a fanatic cause brought to this coun- 
try from New Ergland, and who came to this 
chamber in this illegal support of this bill, 
disuwning their allegiance to the laws of the 
state, which gprevented lobbying. They 
were not true to the great 
principal of our government, which de- 
manded the sovereignty of the majority. If 
this bill was passed it woulda never be agreed 
to by his county. Even if it were, there 
would be whisky used in the county--the 
people would use it; it was inherent in many 
people, and if it could be possibly obtained in 
the county the people would have 
it. Therefore the effects of whisky 
would have to be suffered without 
deriving the benefits of a tax. The senator 
from the 5th district, (Mr. McDonald) he 
thought to bean extremely level-headed man 
on all topics except those involving morality. 
Then he became as wild as @ monomaniac. 
He had even heard him say that -he hoped 
that this great temperance wave would sweep 
the country, even. if it® carried 
with it the democratic party, 
orthe government of the state, or even if 

‘it involved the whole country in a bloody and 
terrible war. He did not agree with him; he 
loved his country, his people and his party, 
and he would never suffer them to be de- 
stroyed, or injured by any such fanatical 
idea. 

Mr. Baker dealt with the bill as it would 
effect his county. 

Mr. Livingston spoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Du Bignon was against the 
bill and proposed simply to. give his 
reasons for so casting his vote. The question 
before the senate was not directly on the pro- 
hibition of the sale of whisky in Bartow 
county, but as to whether «r not an election 
should be ordered. The senator from the dis- 
trict had stated that a majority of the people 
of the county were opposed to the bill. He 
would be governed a the position of the 
senator, for be was here to represent the 
county, and being a local matter he thought 
his views should be sustained, 

The hour vf adjournment having arrived, 
the senate adjourned until 3 o’clock p,m. 

AFTERNOON SE SION. 

The senate reconvened at 3 p. m., Mr. Du- 
Bignon concluding his remarks. 

Mr. McDonald, Mr. Tutt, Mr. McAfee and 
Mr. Harris spoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Greer would vote against the bill be- 
cause the senator from the district favored it. 

Mr. Baker conciuded the argument. 
He didn’t suppose that ever a senator had 
had such a time during their stay in the sen- 
ate, as did he during his term of oftice as sen- 
ator. ae 

He was placed iman extremely anomalous 
position. He did not suppose that ever a 
gernator had bad to address his constituents 
before the Georgia senate as did he now, He 
had been charged with everything that man 
could do, and in reply to. certain 
charges as to his ‘ampaign he made 
certain statements as to his election. He had 
been fought as bitterly as ever man was— 
every church in the district was on his back:

The house met at 9 o’ciock and.was called 
to order oy SpeakeF Garrard. Prayer by the 
Chaplain.

The house,on motion of M 
reconsidered the resolution 
counsel in the Eastman riot. 

The bill of Mr. McIntosh, of Dougherty, to 
pay the Eurly County News for advertising 
wild lands was passed. 

A resolution by M>-. Rice, of Fulton, to au- 
thorize the governor to settle with the bonds- 
men of Samuel R. Hoyle, late tax collector 
of Fulton county, was passed by 89 yeas to 1 
nays. 

A bill by Mr. Bartlett to fix the salary of 
the state librarian at $1,500 per annum was 
taken up. Mr. Bartlett favored the passage 
of the bill. 

Mr. McBride, of Haralson, thought the pro- 
posed increase was contrary tothe clear in- 
tention of the constitution. Mr. Little, of 
Muscugee, said that the bill was merely to 
put into effecta bill to increase the salary 
which the last legislature had passed. Addi- 
tional duties had been imposed on the libra- 
rian and he was entitled toextra pay. The 
bill was passed. 

A bill by Mr. Harris, of Bibb, to regulate 
the manner of holding elections by the gen- 
eral assembly by providing that no member 
shall change his vote after a call of the roll 
and a record of the vote.

On motion of Mr. Jordon, of Hancock, the 
bill was taken up by sections. 

On motion of Mr. Russell, of Clarke, the 
qualification as to age was stricken out of the 
tuurth section. 

Mr. Rountree, of Brooks, moved an amend- 
ment declaring that the superior court clerk 
could be eligible to the oftice. 

Amendments by Mr. Ray, of Coweta, and 
Harris, of Bibb, were agreed to. 

After the house had gone over the bill by 
$ections and it was perfected it was put on 
the yeas and nays and received 85 yeas and 44 
nays, failing by three votes of a constitutional 
majority. The house adjourned to 3 o’clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The house reconvened at 3 o'clock.

A CHANGE OF RULES. 


Some Changes atthe Young Men’s Library in Kefer+ 
ence to Berrowlng Books. 

The following new rules will be posted in 
the library hall this morning: 

1. From this date books and magazines 
taken to be read in the hall must be charged 
at the desk, and borrowers will be held re- 
sponsible for the same until they are re- 
turned. 

2. All persons are prohibited from reading 
in the alcoves, by order of the library com- 
mittee, 

This is quite a change from the present 
system, which permits a person to take one 
or more books from the shelves and carry 
them to the reading rooms, and when 
through with them it is invariably 
the case that the books are left. there. To 
prevent their accumulation in the reading 
rooms and to preserve them from the damage 
of careless handling and the liability to be in- 
jured from having large volumes placed upon 
them when left open by some not too particu- 
lar reader, is one of the reasons for establish- 
ing these rules. Besides, since each book bas 
been given ashelf numberthere is but one 
place forit and when misplaced, it causes 
great anncyance. The magazinesand reviews 
will hereafter be kept at the desk. 

With these rules a great many, if not all cf 
the above troubles, will be obviated, for when 
the books are returned to the desk this will 
insure the proper placing of them upon the 
shelves. Itwiil give the librarian a better 
run of the books and cause parties to take 


better care of them while they-are in their 


possession. It will save the librarian very 
much expense in the way of binding, and it 
will be quite difficult for a book to be lost 
without the library being renumerated, for 
from the shelf 
without the library being.in possession of the 
name of the borrower.

THEY REMONSTRATE. 


THE CITY COUNCIL OBJECT TO A 
PROPOSED LAWV. 


A Meeting Yesterday at Which a Formal Protest is 
Madc Againstthe Passsge of the Law to Take 
the Ceupnty Chaingang Work in the City 
Away From the Ceuncil, 


A called session of the city council was 
held in the mayor’s office yesterday at three 
o'clock to take action in reference to a bill 
which was passed by the house two days ago 
regulating the mannerin which the county 
convicts shall be worked while engaged in the 
city. Alderman Lowry, acting mayor pro 
tem, presided. There wasa nearly full at- 
tendance and thesentiment of the body was 
against the bill without exception. It ap- 
peared that the bill had passed without hav- 
ing come undertheeye of the members of 
the council and on that account no opposition 
to it was offered. The act which isso dis- 
tasteful to the council isthat by which the 
control of the convicts employed in the city 
is taken wholly out of the hands of the coun- 
cil and placed in the hands of the street com- 


commissioners of roads and 


of the bill 1s as follows: 


An act to repeal an ‘act approved, respectively, 
October 13th, 1879, aud: september 13th, 1881,which 
relates to the working of the chaingang of Fulton 
county on the streets, and to repeal the proviso to 
section three of the act of February, 1577, which is 
as follows: ‘*‘Provided: Said chaingang is never al- 
lowed to work within one mile of the center of 
said city of Atlanta,’’ and to invest the commis- 
sioners of roads and revenues with the control over 
the convicts in said Ghaiugang, aud to give the 
commissioners of roads and revenues the so.e power 
to direct the work of the convicts, and to limit the 
liability of Fulton county while they are at work 
within the city of Atlanta. 

The bill goes on: 

Rection 1.—Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that from and after the 
passage of this act the: above recited acts be, and 
the same are hereoy repealed, and the commission- 
ers of roads and revenues of said county be, and 
are hereby invested with the exclusive control of 
the convicts, without reference to proportion of 
population between the city of Atlanta and the 
county outside. Provided, That whenever the 
commissioners shall see fit to work the said convicts 
in the city the grade, style and character 
of the work shall be determined 
by the city authorities but the locality or streets 
upon which the work is to be done shall be decided 
by a majority vote of the members composing the 
board of commissidners of roads and revenues of 
Fulton county andthe commissioners of streets 
and sewers of said city, orin the event ofthe abol- 
ishment of said com nissioners of streets and sew- 
ers, the street committee ofthe city council of the 
city of Atlanta. 

The members of the city council were con. 
siderably exercised over the passage of the 
bill, which has now gone to the senate and 
will probably be reported on today. ‘he 
senate committee on corporations has already 
deeided toreport it favorably. It is under- 
stood that Senator Hoyt will favor the bill, so 
that the probability of its passage is very 
great unless some strong influence is brought 
to bear against it.. The members of 
the council regard the bill- as a 
direct usurpation of rights and powers which 
should be vested in them, and their expres- 
sions in Opposion to the bill were emphatic. 
Their remarks showed.that they were in favor 
of an immediate and vigorous fight on the 
bill and Mr. Gray offered the following: 

Whereas, the law of force in Fulton county in re- 
gard to the working of the county convicts, which 
requires that they be worked such a proportionate 
leugth of time upon the public streets of the city of 
Atlanta and the county roads in the county of 
Fulton outside of the city respectively as the pop- 
ulation of the city bears to the population of the 

county outside of the city, is the only just and 
equitable disposition of this class of labor; and, 

Ww hereas notwithstandiig the fact that ninety- 
nine ove-hindre hs of the county convicts are be- 
ing punisned for crimes committed within the 
limits of the city of Atlanta and for depredations 
upon property in said city and belonging to her 
citizens, and notwithstanding the fact that nive 
tenths or more of .he taxes paid for their support 
and maintainvatice while working as aforesaid is 
paid by the ci‘izens of said city, who under the 
law as it now is get a jusi and reasonabie recom- 
pense for the taxes so paid in the work of said con 
victs on the public streets’ in remote 
portions of said city, thereby increasing 
the pecuniary valuation of pr perty 
so located and increasing the income of said city 
by advanced assessments upon said property, as 
weil as saving thousands of dollars annually which 
would have to be paid in cash for the necessary 
work, which is now done by said convicts, and 
without cost, except the taxes, for their maintain- 
ance, which said tax would in any event have to be 
paid the county commissioners of said Fulton 
county, without consultation with and but the very 
recent knowledge of this body are seeking to have 
said law repealed, and thereby leave the said con- 
victs to be worked wheu and w here the said com- 
missioners choose. Therefore, be it resolved by the 
mayor and general couucil, 

That a repeal of sajd law would be unjustand un- 
wise inview ofthe great interests at stakein the 

roper improvement of the many miles of streets 

nsaid city important alike tothe humblest and 
wealthiest citizens 

Resolved further, that we the mayorand general 
council inthe nameand behalf of 50,000 citizens 
and $25,000 000 of property of said county of Fulton 

do most earnestly and solemnly protest against the 
repeal or interference with said law by the legisla- 
ture of Georgia. 

Resolved. further, that in the judgment of this 
body the affairs of the city of Atlanta should not 
be confided to the commissioners of roads and rey- 
euues of Fulton county. 

Resolved further, that we request our represen ta- 
tivesin the geve ‘ral assemb ly to use their best en 
deavors to prevent the passage of said bill. 

‘The resolutions were passed without a dis- 
senting vote, and a neat copy was made and 
the seal affixed, and each member signed the 
paper, It was then piaced in the hands of 
the committee on legislation and will be pre- 
sented to the senate to-day. The ‘council- 
men think they should have the right to con- 
trol all work on the eee.

The Catholic Children Withdraw From the Publle 
Schools of the Ulty. 

The Columbus Times devotes a aalf 
umn to a discussion of a telegram sent 
Atlanta to a western paper. The 
was sent last Monday week and was 
lows: 

‘Yesterday at high mass, Rev. Father Hen- 
nessy: announced in the Cathoiic church 
here that on the morrow male children-of 
Catholic parents should attend a school in the 
basement of the church taught by the sisters, 
and that those who continued to send chil- 
dren to the public schools should be deprived 
of the sacrements; in this school they would 
be saved’ from the’ demoralizing in- 
fluences of public schools. ‘‘Know, -there- 
fore,’’ said he, ‘‘that all who shall send their 
children to other schools shall be forbidden 
the rigbts of the church while living and de- 
prived of Christian burial when dead.’’ This 
morning fifty pupils hitherto attending the 
public schools reported at the sister’s school. 
Chere are about 200 such scholars altogether, 
and it is expected that by the end of the week 
all will have taken desks in parochial schools 
Hitherto denominational questions have 
not played an important part in Geor- 
gia schools, due perhaps to the fact that in 
Savannah, Augusta and other places 
where Catholics are strong, by 
tacit understanding they have been 
permitted the use of one of the schools, and 
hold religious instruction after jegal hours. 
The Catholics of Atlanta, several years ago, 
sought similar privileges, but were balked by 
the atritude of Senator Brown and Congres. 
mau Nat. Hammond, members of the boa rd 
of education, who refused to agre e 
subterfuge, by which the state wou!d be com- 
peiled to pay for religious instrucvion. Last 
year Bishop Gross issued orders withdrawing 
all giris from public schools in Atlanta, and
